COMMITTEE  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  DERBY. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  Dr.  Brindley’s  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1929. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a Survey  Report  will  be  published  for 
the  year  1930  dealing  fully  with  all  the  branches  of  the  department 
and  a summary  of  their  activities  over  a live-year  period,  it  has 
been  thought  expedient  to  curtail  the  present  report  as  much  as 
possible. 

A review  of  the  health  of  the  people  during  1929  does  not  leave 
one  with  feelings  of  satisfaction,  indeed,  rather  the  reverse,  and 
the  following  salient  factors  in  that  review  tend  to  strengthen  that 
assertion. 

While  the  marriage  rate  has  gone  up,  the  birth  rate  has  decreased. 
This  latter  fact  may  be  a source  of  satisfaction  to  some  and  strike 
a discordant  note  to  others,  but  it  must  be  realised  that  there  is 
very  little  encouragement  to  bring  babies  into  the  world  if  the 
parents  are  faced  with  adverse  housing  and  economic  conditions. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  can  have  very  little  sympathy  for  the  couple 
who,  without  prospect  of  employment,  undertake  the  additional 
responsibilities  of  matrimony.  The  course  of  love,  allied  with  idle 
hands  and  an  empty  stomach,  is  like  a youngster’s  balloon,  insomuch 
as  it  is  very  beautiful  while  it  lasts,  but  disaster  is  inevitable. 

There  has  been  a big  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  (376)  as 
compared  with  the  ])revious  year,  but  the  rate  is  still  lower  than 
that  for  the  otlier  great  towns  of  the  country.  Derby,  like  man3i^ 
other  iiidustria]  areas,  was  visited  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  with 
an  outbreak  ol  Inlluenza.  The  case  mortality  of  the  disease  was 
not  very  great,  but  the  disease  and  its  complications  caused  more 
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deaths  than  in  any  other  period  since  the  great  epidemic  of  1918-19. 
The  very  young  and  very  old  appeared  the  least  able  of  withstanding 
the  strain,  and  they  formed  the  greater  numbers  of  the  victims. 
An  interesting  fact  which  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports 
and  emphasised  again  this  year  is  that  the  breast-fed  baby  stands 
a verj^  much  better  chance  of  withstanding  disease  than  its  less 
fortunate  brother  who  has  been  artificially  fed.  Altogether,  only 
one-third  of  the  infants  who  died  were  breast-fed. 

Throughout  the  year  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart  have  been 
responsible  for  the  majority  of  the  deaths.  Most  of  the  lung  com- 
plaints cause  a strain  upon  the  heart,  and  although  the  infection 
may  be  due  to  a pneumonia,  the  end  result  will  very  largely  depend 
on  the  previous  condition  of  the  heart  muscle  ; consequently,  the 
deaths  caused  by  heart  and  lung  conditions  must  be  closely  asso- 
ciated. 

There  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  attri- 
buted to  measles.  This  is  a disease  from  which  there  should  be  no 
fatal  cases.  A patient  properly  nursed  should  be  assured  of  recovery, 
but  its  simplicity  is  its  danger.  Lack  of  attention  in  its  earliest 
stages  will  almost  invariably  produce  complications,  especially 
pneumonia,  and  that  is  the  cause  of  the  majority  of  the  deaths. 
The  very  vigorous  measui'es  which  were  adopted  by  Dr.  Brindley 
during  the  measles  epidemic  must  be  held  largely  responsible  for 
the  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  a big  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred,  which  made  matters  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  Isolation 
Hospital  staff.  Wards  were  of  necessity  overcrowded  and  the 
staffs  were  considerably  overworked.  Great  credit  must  be  given 
to  the  nurses  who  gave  of  their  best  over  an  extensive  period,  and 
sacrificed  then  off-duty  tim.e  to  relieve  others.  It  is  an  accepted 
fact  that  such  hospitals  cannot  be  expected  to  take  in  all  cases  at 
the  time  of  an  epidemic,  but  the  present  accommodation  is  in- 
sufficient for  ordinary  requirements.  To  meet  this  difficulty,  plans 
have  been  prepared  and  approved  for  considerable  additions,  both 
to  the  isolation  and  sanatorium  buildings,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
these  will  be  erected  at  an  early  date. 

An  interesting  point  to  be  noted  in  the  death  returns  is  that 
approximately  the  same  number  of  people  died  as  a result  of  acci- 
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dents  in  the  homes  as  there  were  of  fatal  accidents  in  the  streets. 
With  the  enormous  annual  increase  of  motor  traffic  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  natural  carelessness  or  lack  of  thought  for  others, 
both  on  the  part  of  the  driver  and  the  pedestrian,  on  the  other,  we 
may  expect  the  “ toll  of  the  road  ” to  continue,  but  it  can  only  be 
gross  carelessness  that  there  should  be  so  many  cases  of  fatal  acci- 
dent taking  place  in  the  home. 

From  the  Royal  Infirmary  returns  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has 
been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  venereal 
diseases  requiring  treatment.  This  ma}^  be  due  to  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  suffering  from  the  diseases,  but  it  may  also 
be  due  to  a greater  number  of  patients  seeking  specialist  treatment 
in  preference  to  resorting  to  quack  remedies  and  unqualified  pro- 
fessors. It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  the  average  number  of 
attendances  per  patient  made  by  those  suffering  from  syphilis  has 
increased,  and  also  that  a greater  number  of  women  infected  with 
gonorrhoea  are  availing  themselves  of  treatment. 

During  the  year  the  tuberculosis  department  has  been  recognized 
as  a separate  unit,  and  temporary  premises  have  been  obtained  for 
the  clinic  in  Full  Street.  This  has  slightty  relieved  the  congestion 
of  the  Health  Department  premises  at  Ford  Street.  After  labelling 
the  premises  in  Ford  Street  as  a Health  Department,  we  would  be 
quite  justified  in  describing  a second-rate  lodging  house  as  an  up-to- 
date  residential  hotel. 

I regret  that,  owing  to  indisposition,  Dr.  Brindley  was  unable 
to  complete  this  report  before  his  retirement,  but  he  has  asked  me 
to  express  his  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  all  the  help  they  gave  to  him  throughout  the  year,  and 
also  to  extend  his  grateful  thanks  to  the  members  of  his  staff  for 
their  loyalty  and  co-operation  which  have  carried  him  over  many 
difficulties.

Age  Period  1 — 5 (91  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000  of  total  popu- 
lation 0-65. 

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  a large  number  of  deaths, 
Whooping  Cougli  causing  10,  Diphtheria  8,  Measles  4,  and  Scarlet 
Fever  1.  Pneumonia  (27)  and  Bronchitis  (8)  were  likewise  very 
fatal  diseases.  Tuberculous  diseases  other  than  pulmonar}^  were 
the  cause  of  7 deaths,  while  Influenza  and  Meningococcal  Meningitis 
caused  3 deaths  each.  There  were  also  3 deaths  from  Violence 
(due  to  burns  caused  by  clothing  catching  fire  in  two  instances,  and 
Bronchopneumonia  following  an  operation  for  the  removal  of  a 
coin  in  the  other  instance).

The  chief  contributing  causes  of  death  were  Diphtheria,  Heart 
Diseases,  and  Violence  5 each,  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  and 
Pneumonia  4 each.  Tuberculosis  of  Respiratory  System  and  Rheu- 
matic Fever  3 each,  JNleasles  and  Nephritis  2 each.

Mortuary. — Dead  bodies  received  during  the  year,  43,  Post 
mortem  examinations,  43 

Infantile  IVIortality.  — Of  the  171  deaths  of  babies  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  72  occurred  during  the  first  month,  and  of  this  number 
62 ’5  per  cent  (viz.,  45)  took  place  during  the  first  week  of  life. 
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Influence  of  Feeding. — The  total  number  of  babies  who  have 
been  under  the  observation  of  the  Health  Visitors  from  January, 
1908,  to  December,  1928,  was  53,410.  Of  these  73-5%  were  wholly 
breast-fed  during  the  first  three  months  of  life,  5 4%  were  wholly 
hand-fed,  and2l  l%  were  partly  reared  by  hand  and  partly  by 
natural  means.  The  infantile  mortality,  or  death-rate  per  1,000 
births,  among  children  wholly  breast-fed  was  35-2,  among  the 
hand-fed  it  Avas  153*4,  and  among  those  mixed-fed  102*1.  The 
eAudence,  then,  in  favour  of  the  breast-feeding  of  infants,  especially 
during  the  early  months  of  life,  is  ver}^  great  indeed  (see  pages  60-63) . 

Excessive  IVIortality  during  the  year. — Cancer  was  responsible  for 
200  deaths  during  1929,  this  being  an  increase  of  22,  as  compared 
with  178  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  mortality  in  the 
quinquennium  1905-9  was  102*8,  while  that  of  the  quinquennium 
1925-29  was  179*0.  Heart  Disease  shews  an  increase  of  115  deaths 
OA^er  the  yearly  average  for  the  preceding  five  years,  and  an  increase 
of  91  as  compared  with  1928.  Increases  as  compared  with  1928 
were  shown  by  Influenza  84,  Pneumonia  64,  Bronchitis  57,  Old 
Age  56,  and  Whooping  Cough  13.

Age  and  Sex  Distribution. — 40  of  the  cases  were  males  and  37 
females,  and  the  ages  varied  from  a baby  aged  12  days  to  an  adult, 
aged  67  years.  Age  distribution  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the 
Table  on  page  16.  From  this  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
majority  of  cases  (61)  occurred  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
thirty-five  years,  while  15  of  these  occurred  in  school  children. 

The  fatal  case  was  a male,  aged  61  years,  who  died  before  admis- 
sion to  Hospital,  the  cause  of  death  being  certified  as  “ Pneumonia, 
Inftuenza,  Smallpox.”  He  was  reported  to  have  been  vaccinated 
in  infancy. 

Ward  Distribution. — The  outbreak  was  general  and  affected  all 
the  wards  within  the  Borough  except  Alvaston  Ward.  22  cases 
occurred  in  Pear  Tree  Ward  and  10  in  Arboretum  Ward.  46 
streets  were  affected.

Periodical  Incidence. — The  quarterly  incidence  (see  page  .17) 
shews  that  most  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year,  ^.e.,  46,  and  fewest  in  the  third  quarter,  i.e.,  1.  The 
weekly  notifications  showed  the  highest  number  in  the  week  end- 
ing 20th  April,  when  11  cases  were  notified.  The  highest  monthly 
incidence  was  in  the  month  of  May,  when  25  cases  were  notified, 
the  weekly  notifications  during  this  period  varying  from  three 
cases  in  the  v/eek  ending  4th  May  to  9 cases  in  the  week  ending 
25th  May.  No  cases  were  notified  after  17th  July  until  the  29th 
December.

Relation  to  Vaccination. — The  following  statement  illustrates 
the  effects  of  vaccination  upon  the  persons  living  in  the  same  house- 
hold as  the  patient,  or  who  had  been  in  close  contact  with  the 
latter. 

The  total  number  of  contacts  in  the  houses  in  which  these  cases 
occurred  was  228.  Of  these,  192  had  been  vaccinated  or  had 
Smallpox  some  time  previously  ; 4 of  these  persons  subsequently 
developed  Smallpox  (2.1%).  The  number  of  contacts  in  the  house, 
holds,  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  or  had  Smallpox,  was  36,  and 
of  these  18  (or  50%)  developed  the  disease. 

The  percentage  number  of  contacts  vaccinated  was  84  as  against 
59  in  1926,  when  there  were  759  cases,  86  in  1927,  when  135  cases 
occurred,  and  80  in  1928,  when  212  cases  occurred. 


analysis  of  the  cases  which  occurred  in  contacts  who  had  been 
vaccinated  at  any  time  showed  that  no  ca.se  occurred  in  any  one 
who  had  been  vaccinated  within  the  past  40  years.  A summary  of

Bacteriological  examination  assisted  in  the  recognition  of  156 
(49%)  of  the  notified  cases. 

Diphtheria  was  less  prevalent  within  the  Borough  during  1929 
than  in  1928  ; the  number  of  cases  (317)  is  a decrease  of  81 
compared  with  the  number  notified  in  1928  (398).  The  number 
of  deaths  (16)  was  the  same  as  in  1928. 

Included  in  the  317  cases  are  {a)  161  cases  notified  by  medical 
men  in  the  town  on  clinical  symptoms  only  ; (6)  142  cases  notified 
on  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  swabs  in 
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suspicious  cases  of  throat  illness  and  of  cases  with  nasal  discharge ; 
and  (c)  14  cases  discovered  in  school  or  in  the  homes  of  the  people, 
chiefly  the  “ close  contacts  ” of  notified  cases. 

Ten  carriers,”  who  showed  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease,  are 
not  included  in  the  317  cases.  Seven  were  admitted  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  and  the  other  three  were  kept  under  observation 
until  two  negative  swabs  were  obtained. 

Sex. — Males,  141  cases,  7 deaths;  females,  176  cases,  9 deaths. 

Schools  attended  by  the  Fatal  Cases.— Nine  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  not  attending  school,  the  remainder  (7)  attended  school  as 
follows : — Christ  Church  4,  Kedleston  Road,  Normanton  and 
Nottingham  Road  1 each. 

Antitoxin  in  relation  to  Fatal  Cases. — Fourteen  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  one  was 
treated  in  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  the  other  was  treated  at 
home.  In  three  cases  antitoxin  was  administered  ; in  thirteen 
cases  there  was  no  record  of  its  administration,  but  all  cases  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  receive  full  doses  on  admission.  One  of 
the  cases  which  died  in  Hospital  was  admitted  during  1928. 

Infected  Households. — The  317  cases  occurred  in  249  households, 
including  45  in  5 institutions.  In  22  households  there  were  2 cases 
each,  and  in  3 instances  3 cases.

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  1929  was 
1,059,  an  increase  of  777  compared  with  the  number  for  1928. 
There  were  779  cases  (73.6%)  notified  during  the  third  quarter  of 
the  year  ; 268  cases  in  October,  267  in  November,  and  244  in 
December.  The  highest  weekly  notification  was  75  during  the 
week  ended  26th  October.  There  were  two  fatal  cases  males  aged 
28  and  3 years  respectively,  and  the  former  died  in  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Sex. — 453  of  the  1,059  cases  were  males,  and  606  females.

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1929, 
and  1,410  cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles  were  notified

Tuberculous  meningitis  accounts  for  14  of  the  20  non-pulmonary 
deaths  as  compared  with  13  of  the  27  non-pulmonary  deaths  in  1928. 
T have  in  past  years  drawn  attention  to  the  undue  proportion  in  the 
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rigures.  There  is  so  far  no  treatment  that  fan  even  alleviate  this 
particularly  fatal  form  of  tuberculosis. 


Period  between  Notification  and  Death.— Of  the  99  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1 929,  eleven  had  not  been  notified  previous 
to  death  (i.e.,  1 IT%  of  the  total  number  of  fatal  ca.ses).  Thi.s  is  a 
slight  percentage  increase  over  the  figures  for  the  year  1928.  the

It  will  be  seen,  however,  I'rom  the  figures  that  there  is  a liuctua- 
tion,  and  no  great  importance  can  be  attac'hed  to  the  slight  increases. 

The  age-])e!iod  of  10  years  to  20  years  is  a ])ai  ticularly  dangerous 
one  for  patients  who  are  sufiering  from  ])ulmonary  tuberculosis  with 
a ])ositive  s])utum.  Seven  girls  in  this  age-grou]u  all  with  positive 
sputum,  were  notified  from  Oc'tober,  1928,  to  April,  1929.  All 
have  since  died.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  of  these  seven 
fatal  cases,  live  received  Sanatorium  treatment,  one  died  before 
admission,  and  one  (age  20  years)  refused  to  acce}4.  Sanatorium 
treatment.

Family  History  of  Tuberculosis  Patients.—  It  is  dill 

icult  to  get 

reliable  hintorv  of  tlie  family  in  wliii-h  a case  of  tuberculosis  lias 
occiuTed,  but  by  patient  (piestionin^  and  by  searching  our  records 
it  is  generally  possible  to  obtain  a more  or  l(‘ss  complete  recor'd. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  lowered  r'esistance  to  the  tuber’cle 
bacillus  s])]'eads  far*  and  wide  in  a family.  It  may  ajipear  in  a 
sister  or  brother  of  one  family  and  later  in  the  childr-en  of  one  or- 
more  members  of  that  family.  Fur'ther  sear-ching  will  i-eveal  the 
fact  that  an  aunt  or  uiK'le  of  the  mother-  or-  father  sulTer-ed  from 
the  disease,  and  so  on. 

During  1929,  58  of  the  194  notified  pulrnonai-y  cases  {i.e.,  29.9%) 
and  34  of  the  non-])ulmonai-y  cases  {i.e.,  32.3%)  revealed  a histoi-y 
of  tuberculosis  in  near  relatives.  This  is  a slight  per'centage  drop 
in  the  average  for  the  })ast  few  years. 

In  five  of  the  tuberculous  meningitis  cases  referred  to  above,  a 
family  history  of  tuberculosis  was  obtained. 

About  10%  of  the  notified  cases  gave  a history  of  other  respiratory 
diseases  in  the  families.  I have  observed  that  the  tuberculous 
family  exhibits  a lowered  resistance  to  other  rest^iratory  diseases. 
During  the  past  five  years,  of  365  deaths  of  contacts  of  tuberculosis 
patients,  127  (34‘8%)  were  certified  as  having  died  from  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  19  other 
of  the  365  deaths  were  due  to  infectious  diseases. 

Infantile  Feeding  and  its  relation  to  Tuberculosis. — I have  con- 
tinued to  obtain  information  regarding  the  method  of  infantile 
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feedini'  in  the  notifierl  and  siisjjof-ted  eases  of  tuberculosis.  1,150 
cases  have  been  inve.stigated  (.see  Table  T2  on  pa^^e  41). 

Home  Visiting.  1 regret  tliat  1 liave  still  only  tlie  .services  of 
one  nurse  for  tliis  most  imj;ortant  braneli  of  the  anti-tuberculosis 
work. 

2,012  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  dining  1929. 

1,743  to  cases  of  pulnujuary  tuben-iilosis. 

152  to  jiatients  sullering  from  the  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

00  special  visits,  and 

51  visits  to  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis. 

Housing  Conditions,  d'he  lujusing  conditions  (tyjie  of  houses. 
et(c)  of  the  cases  notified  in  1929  are  shown  in  Table  r3  on  ])age  42. 

In  24  of  the  22<S  notili(‘d  cases  there  were  two  or  more  families 
to  a house.  Ten  othei-  patients  were  lodgers,  and  in  tour  other 
infe(;ted  houses  there  wei-e  lodgca-s.  The  peirentage  of  hou.seholds 
with  two  or  more  fainili(‘s  was  Kfo,  a slight  increa.se  as  com|)ared 
with  lf)28,  hut  the  compaiative  figures  show  a considerable  decrease 
since  1924. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  sleejiing  arrangements  of 
the  ])atients  notified  in  11)2!)  aie  shown  in  Tables  T4  and  T5  resiieo- 
tively  (Page  42). 

It  will  be  soon  that  in  189  eases  whoi’o  information  could  bo 
obtained,  only  5f)  (31 ’2%)  had  complotoly  separate  aeeonnnodation. 

The  conipai‘ati\'e  figures  for  previous  years  are  : —

These  figures  need  not  necessarily  be  regarded  as  indicating  more 
overcrowding  as  the  character  of  the  neighbourhood  in  which 
notification  occurs  varies  from  time  to  time. 

TubercuItJSis  Clinic. — Details  of  attendaiK'e  and  results  are  given 
in  the  “ 8ummarv‘’  on  ])age  43,  and  in  Table  1 “ Tuberculosis 
Scheme  ” on  page  31.  This  latter  is  com])iled  on  instructions  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  its  definitions  vary  somewhat 
from  those  a(lo|)ted  here, 
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During  the  year,  450  new  patients  were  examined — an  increase 
of  45  on  tlie  niim})er  for  1028.  Details  are  given  of  the  sources 
from  which  the  new  cases  came  and  the  comj)arison  with  the  pre\'ious

This  figure — 150 — brings  u))  the  total  number  of  persons  .seeui  at 
the  Tuberculosis  ('linic  since  -luly,  1012,  to  7,413.  'Fable  1 \’, 
on  ])ages  34  and  35,  gives  the  condition,  wlu're  known,  at  tin*  end 
of  1020  of  the  notilied  cases  who  have  attended  at  the  clinic. 

Included  in  the  450  new  cases  seen  in  1020  are  175  “ contacts  ” 
(as  compared  with  125  in  1028,  133  in  1027,  13(1  in  1!*20,  and  l(JO 
in  1025). 

Two  of  the  175  were  finally  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis. 

TubercuSosiS  Sanatorium.— -The  number  of  Jiatients  admitted  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  during  1020  was  111  (108  ])ulmonarv

Charity  Organisation  Society. 

As  ill  previous  years,  tlie  Society  has  given  attention  to  the 
after-care  of  certain  tuherculous  patients,  and,  according  to  tlie 
information  fiirnislied  hy  the  lion.  Secretary,  was  also  instrumental 
in  continuing  the  treatment  of  a case  at  the  Hahnemann  Horne, 
Bournemouth.  Ari’angements  were  also  made  for  the  treatment  of 
another  case  in  this  Institution,  as  well  as  two  cases  at  the  hA'ersiield 
Chest  Hosiiital,  St.  Leonards-on-Sea. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association 
(an  Allied  Committee),  rejiorts  that  one  child  has  been  maintained 
at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hosiiital,  Margate,  all  the  year  ; three 
children  were  sent  for  convalescent  treatment,  while  extra  nourish- 
ment was  supplied  to  four  cases.  A supply  of  clothing  was  granted 
in  one  instance. 

In  addition  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  etc.,  the  Invalid  Children’s 
xAid  Association  gave  ver}"  useful  help  in  dealing  with  young  children 
(including  “ Toddlers,”)  especially  after  Pneumonia  and  other 
infectious  diseases.

The  number  of  new  cases  shows  an  increase  of  29  as  compared  with 
the  year  1928,  and  the  total  number  of  attondances  at  the  Clinics 
shows  an  increase  of  1 ,879,  while  the  total  number  of  in-patient  days 
decreased  by  412.  There  was  a decrease  of  33  in  the  number 
of  patients  discharged  before  completion  of  the  first  course  of  treat- 
ment. The  number  of  patients  discharged  after  completion  of 
treatment  shows  an  increase  of  4(5,  Ce.,  from  192  to  238,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Dr.  Annie  U.  McKail  rej)orts  as  follows  : — 

“The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  W'elfare  De])artment  has 
been  carried  out  on  much  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

Midwives. — The  Midwives  })ractising  privately  in  the  Borough 
undertake  about  one-thiid  of  the  midwifery  of  the  town,  and 
attended  874  cases  during  the  year. 

In  their  practice  there  occurred  in  the  year  2 cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  1 Maternal  death,  1(5  Stillbirths,  and  4 cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum. 

Medical  Help  forms  were  received  from  these  midwives  in  203 
- cases. 

21  were  for  Ante-Natal  com})lications. 

62  were  on  account  of  dilhcult  labour. 

48  were  on  account  of  condition  of  baby. 

72  were  on  account  of  mother’s  condition  after  labour. 

50  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  midwives. 

The  Midwives’  Meetings  have  been  fairly  well  attended,  and  the 
lectures  given  by  Dr.  Ijavelle,  Dr.  Taylor,  Dr.  Cooke,  and  Dr. 
Penny  were  much  appreciated  by  the  midwives. 
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Voluntary  Kelpers. — Tlie  Voluntary  Helpers  have  again 
rendered  excellent  service  to  the  Department. 

Cjiarity  Organisation  Society. — The  Oharity  Organisation 
Society  and  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association  have  again  helped 
us  with  the  mothers  and  babies  in  man}'  ways. 

Midwives. — No  Midwives  arc  employed  by  the  Corporation  of 
Derby,  nor  is  any  subsidy  paid  to  them.  Periodical  meetings  have 
been  arranged  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  OfTicer 
(Dr.  Annie  R.  McKail)  during  the  year  at  which  addres.ses  havn 
been  given  and  discussions  encouraged.  Kighty  Midwives 
gave  notice  of  intention  to  practise  within  the  Borough 
during  1929.  Five  of  these  were  “ bona-lidc  ” Mid  wives.  The 
remainder  (75)  were  certificated  women  ; 50  connected  with  the 
Derby  Royal  Nursing  Institution,  &c.,  IS  connected  with  the 
Health  Department  (including  School  Nurs(‘s),  and  lo  with  a Poor 
Law  Institution.  The  remainder  (17)  practisctl  privat<*Iy,  including 
4 midwives  at  private  nursing  homes. 

One  midwife,  who  had  been  in  attendance  for  .several  days  on  a 
case  of  Smallpox  in  a puer])eral  patient,  was  sus})ended  from  prac- 
tice for  one  week. 

Medical  Aid  Forms. — 425  reports  were  received  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  311  of  the.se  were  on 
account  of  the  condition  of  the  mother  and  114  of  the  baby. 

Medical  Practitioners. — 258  emergency  cases  were  attended 
by  local  Medical  Practitioners,  who  were  called  in  by  Midwives  in 
cases  of  emergency,  under  Section  XIV  of  the  ^lid wives’  Act 
1918.  The  total  fees  paid  to  the  practitioners  were  £344  Ss.  6d. 

Home  Helps. — During  the  year  five  applications  were  received 
for  Home  Helps.  In  three  instances  the  full  fee  was  paid,  in  one 
instance  a reduced  fee,  and  one  w'as  supplied  without  a charge 
being  made  to  the  applicant. 

Maternity  Hospital. — Under  the  agreement  between  The 
Royal  Derby  and  Derbyshire  Nursing  and  Sanitary  Association 
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and  the  l>;rby  Corporation  tho  sum  of  £43  os.  3d.  was  paid  in 
rosprict  of  tfio  rnatornity  for;s  of  10  noco.ssitous  mothers  requiring 
institutional  treatment  during  the  year. 

Baby  Incubators. — 4’hree  infants  were  placed  in  these  incuba- 
tors during  the  year. 

Still-births. — These  numbered  lo."),  (27  being  notified  by 
Medical  Practitioners  and  7H  b\'  Midwives).  There  were  llS 
burials  of  still-born  children  in  the  Derby  cemeteries  during 
tfie  year.  I 17  still-lurths  were  registered,  of  which  0 were  illegiti- 
mate. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  were  seven 
Welcomes  or  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  existence  in 
192!),  six  of  those  managed  by  the  Corporation  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  one  managed  by  the  Nightingale  Nursing  Institution.

Dr.  W.  E.  Ilaigl),  Af^sistant  Medical  ()fficer  of  ifealth,  reports  : — 

This  clinic  is  intejided  to  )>rovide  a continuation  of  the  nurture 
and  medical  care  which  has  been  developed  in  the  work  of  the 
Welfare  Centres.  Each  child  is  studied  and  encouraged  to  submit 
to  routine  examination  without  fear.  J’arents  are  advised  on 
salient  points  in  the  |)revention  and  correction  of  defects  and  in 
the  nurture  and  dietary  of  their  children.  This  has  considerable 
educational  value,  and  is  a factor  towards  diminishing  the  number 
and  seiiousness  of  defects  which  would  otheiwise  occur  in  the 
entrants  at  School  Medical  examination,  and  the  starting  out  of 
the  scholar  with  a clean  bill  of  health. 


The  results  obtained  are  highly  satisfactor\-,  and  de])end  chietly 
on  the  stimulated  interest  of  the  ))a!ents,  the  tactful  work  ot  the 
Health  Visitor,  and  the  encouragement  of  health  in  the  home. 
Those  attending  are  refeired,  when  nece.ssarv,  for  treatment  by 
s])e(halists  and  to  other  clinics  ; large  numbers  are  presented  for 
the  ])ur])ose  of  early  dental  tieatment  ; an  increasing  number  of 
those  sulfering  from  rickets  and  other  nutritional  disorders  have 
been  submitted  to  courses  of  ti'catment  at  the  Light  Clinics.  It  is 
found  in  ])ractice  that  mothers  are  greatly  interested  in  the  normal 
develo])ment  of  their  toddlers,  and  the  ])rovision  of  a ])roper  weigh- 
ing machine  would  have  both  a ])syohological  effect  and  provide  a 
check  on  normal  growth. 


Nine  children  were  found  to  be  healthy  in  all  res]iects.

During  the  year  one  ap]dication  for  registration  as  a retail  ])ur- 
veyor  of  milk  was  refused.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE 

BACILLI. 

During  the  3^ear  54  sam})les  of  milk  were  examined  for  Tuber- 
culosis. 

Seven  of  the  samples  submitted  were  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli ; the  whole  of  these  milks  were  from  bvres  within  the  Countv 
of  Derb3"shire. 

Dr.  Ash,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Countv,  reports  that 
all  the  farms  concerned  have  been  visited  and  the  cattle  inspected. 
Six  animals  were  found  to  be  diseased  and  were  slaughtered.  Four 
of  these  were  affected  with  advanced  tuberculosis,  and  two  animals 
were  only  slight^  affected.  In  respect  to  one  farm,  all  the  samples 
taken  were  found  to  be  negative. 
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(Vlilk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

For  the  }>urpo8es  of  this  Order  an  examination  of  cattle  within 
the  Borough  was  carried  out  during  the  months  of  April  and 
November  by  Mr.  J.  >rcClement,  M.K.CW’.S. 

285  examinations  of  f-attle  were  made,  and,  generally  s|K*akinir. 
were  found  to  lx*,  in  g(xxl  condition.  One  cow  showed  detinite 
clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis,  and  was  slaughtered  under  the  'fuber* 
ciilosis  Order,  1(125.  'I'he  carcase  was  fouiul  to  be  afT(*<-ted  with 
(jleneralised  'riiben  ulosis,  and  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

101(;ven  specimens  of  milk  were  examine<l  for  tiiben-le  bacilli, 
with  iH^gativc;  results,  and  three  SjXM  imens  were  examined  for  other 
organisms.  One  of  the  latter  gave  a negative  result,  and  the  other 
two  showe(l  the  picsence  of  pus  cells.  'I'he  owners  in  both  ca.^X's 
decided  to  dry  olT  and  fattem  the  animals  ft)r  slaughter.
